Dear Mr. Malone, 

When we were freshmen, four years was an endless length of time. Yet one by one, 
they have slipped away, and now, almost without warning, we are about to leave our 
college for the last time.

I met you again when you came to 
our Orientation program just before college opened, 
September the tenth. Then there were upperclass- 
men here to greet you, too. We spoke of you as “a 
group of very nice young people starting out” on 
your college career and were happy that you were 
to be with us at Lowell. , 

I have never had occasion to change my original 
opinion, and as you read the pages of this annual 
you will know why. 


Miss Gourville proved to be a stabilizing 
influence on us during our first weeks here, 
but she was not ihe only person who tried to 
make us welcome here at L. T. C. We found 
here these other teachers, all of whom tried to 
make us feel at home.
